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REMARKS 

Newly added claim 1 1 recites "The knife holder traverser as claimed in Claim 1 , further 
comprising a base 40 pivotally connected to the bulk body 10, and a cutting board 44 placed on 
the base right underneath the cutleries". 

Newly added claim 12 recites "The knife holder traverser as claimed in Claim 1 1, 
wherein the bulk body 10 includes a notch 14 recessed from a front surface thereof to observe 
the cutlery 24". 

Newly added claim 13 recites 'The knife holder traverser as claimed in Claim 12, 
wherein the bulk body 10 includes two slots 15 formed at two sides of the recessed notch 14, and 
the base 40 includes two pivots 41 at two sides of a front edge thereof so that the bulk body 10 is 
pivotally connected to the base 40". 

Newly added claim 14 recites 'The knife holder traverser as claimed in Claim 1 3, 
wherein a sheet spring 45 is formed on the base 40 to support the bulk body 10 with a upward 
inclined status mounted on the base 40 so that the bulk body 10 is pressed rotating about the 
pivots 41, and the cutleries 24 installed in the knife holder traverser move downward along a 
curve". 

Newly added claim 1 5 recites "The knife holder traverser as claimed in Claim 1 1, 
wherein the base 40 has a supporting platform 42 for receiving the paper material, and two 
blocking members 43 at two edges of the supporting platform 42 to prevent the paper material to 
move laterally". 

Newly added claim 16 recites "The knife holder traverser as claimed in Claim 1 1, 
wherein the cutting board 44 further comprises an elongate trench 46 at a front edge thereof for 
guiding a cutting chipping of the paper material". 

Newly added claim 17 recites "The knife holder traverser as claimed in Claim 1, wherein 
the knife holder traverser includes a circular plate of which the periphery is cut with four 
symmetric portions, such that the knife holder traverser has a substantially cross configuration 
with four perpendicular extensions with proximate ends connected to each other at a common 
center and distal ends extending radially". 

Newly added claim 18 recites "The knife holder traverser as claimed in Claim 7, wherein 
the positioning member includes a plurality of fixing part 13 formed on an inner surface of the 
bulk body 10 and a plurality of connecting part 22 formed on a top surface of the knife holder 
traverser so that the connecting part 22 is engageable with each of the fixing parts 13 to allow the 
knife holder traverser changing direction for engagement". 
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All the base 40, the cutting board 44, the notch 14, the slots 15, the pivots 41, the sheet 
spring 45, the supporting platform 42, the blocking members 43, the elongate trench 46 and the 
circular plate are shown in Figures 2-4, and the description in the respective claims can be found 
in page 4 lines 3-20, page 5 lines 12-24, or page 5 line 26 to page 6 line 8. Therefore, there is no 
new matter added, and further these newly added claims 1 1-18 are readable on the elected 
species A.
